Mr. Williams reviewed a number 
of bills concerning welfare passed 
at’ the last state legislative ses- 
sion, in which emphasis was 
placed on administration of wel- 
fare to cut out “chiseling.”

COUNTY TAX 
STATEMENTS 
ARE IN MAIL 


J. A. Janelli, Tulare county tax 
collector, has this week placed in 
the mail the 50,002 statements 
‘covering the real property taxes 
for the fiscal year 1951-1952, 

Mr. Janelli asks that the fol- 
lowing points be considered on re- 
ceipt of the statements: 

A check of the property listed 
on the statements should be made 
to verify that the taxpayer re- 
ceives a bill for all property owned 
in Tulare County. If a bill is not 
received by October 31st, the tax 
collector’s office should be noti- 
fied. 


Changes of address should be 


noted on the stubs provides for 
that purpose, particularly where 


one person’s bills are addressed 


differently. 

Payment by mail is desirable. 
A taxpayer must bring or enclose 
the complete tax bill when mak- 
ing payment. 

The total of $10,026,209.37 
which is computed on the secured 
roll for this fiscal year, is the 
largest tax-bill presented to the 
people of Tulare County since its 
organization. 


INCREASED WHEAT 
FOR 1952 YEAR 


Prospects are that the U. S. 
will produce more wheat during 
the coming 12 months, the weath- 
er permitting, than in the year 
now coming to a close, according 
to E. H. Spoor, chairman of the 
California Production and Market- 
ing Administration committee. 

Referring to a recent depart- 
ment of agriculture’ report, he 
points out that with prices to be 
supported at a minimum of $2.17 
per bushel, farmers are likely to 
produce enough wheat in 1952 to 
meet domestic and export require- 
ments in 1952-53 and add 75 to 
95 million bushels to the carry- 
over at the end of the marketing 
year. 

“That addition to the carry-over 
will be welcome,” says the chair- 
man. ‘This year the carry-over 
was 395 million bushels. Even 
though this year’s crop is about a 
billion bushels, the prospects are 
we: will have to dip into our re- 
serves for about 75 million bush- 
els. That will leave a carry-over 
next spring of 320 million bush- 
els.”’ 

Reports from State PMA com- 
mittees indicate that about 80 mil- 
lion acres of wheat may be plant- 
ed for next year’s harvest. With 
average production that. acreage 
would produce wheat to meet all 
needs and make it possible*to add 
75 to 95 million bushels to the re-
